Procession Viewed by
Gountless Thousands.

Coronation Service at West-
minster Abbey.

TROWDS STAY UP ALL NIGHT

In State Carriage That Has Carried
Five of His Successors to the Abbey
King and Queen Ride Throug! Elab-
orately Decorated Streets of London
to Formally Ascend Throne.

o

London, June 22— King George wis
today crowned amid scenes that sur
passed any that have marked previous
coronations. The program adhered
gtrictly to the arringements.

In antlcipation of the day's event
large crowds were early in the streets,
along the Strand and atound WWest-
minster abbey. Miuy remained up all
night in the hope of getting n good
vantage point from which to see the
regal procession. Festoons, flags and
streamers were everywhere, and the
coronation route was lavishly decornt
ed with masses of color. Stand specu
lators did a thriving business.

The ahbey began to fill several hours
befors the time set for the eoronation
service. As the dlstinguished person
ages were condocted to thelr allotted
seats the opern glnsses In the gnallery
critleally examined the gowns and
qewels. Such a dlsplay of jewel# never
before was seen it & court cerémony,

Next came the gdmipistration of the
oath, The archibishop, standing before
the king's chalr, asked, “Bir, s your
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the throne besyde that in which the
king sat. She bowed to hlm, and both
witlked 1o the altar nand vecelved the
communion, ’

The service wuas completed with the
singlug of the “'fe Denm."

LONDON UP EARLY.

Coronation Crowd, In Fact,

Moved All Night.

WESTMINSTER GOAL OF ALL. |

While Country People Rushec to See
Procession City People Floo! id to
Boashore Resorts to Awv the,
Crowds and Gaudy . ,ay.

Londou, June 2L.-About & o'clock
this morning an enormous <crowd hnd
ginthered nlong the whole route from
one end to the other, the fringe of the
vrowd occupying the curbstones.
Whitehall was so packed nt 5 o'eMHek
that few more could find [ilaces’ At
this favorlte peiut of vantage. To
every polut nloug the route a fresh
?u;lm poured ceaselessly,  Perhaps
thut is the most striking note of this
great crawd.  For any one who Las
seen every groat nssemblage in Lon-
flon streets for the past fourteen years
it would seem but a grifte. This
morning's great multitude resembles
the eurly crowds of former Hke ocpn-
slons. It §s pntlent and quie ~with an
air of determiaation to see the show,
There ure the same great numbegs of
young women and girls looklr .
fresh as If it were the litte forenogu of
an ordinary day.

In the side streets omnibuses and
brakes wundered slowly to the east-
wnrd and westward ke mosing plat-
forms, from which thousands of happy
souls, mostly women and children,
gazed their A1l ot decorntions and busy
srreets. It wis curious to note that
in the daytime und in the garly. even
ing there was an enormous number of
old women, who, though nervous
were plodding enthusinstically along
the route or else standing in an ever
shifting mass, which focused lig at
tention upen  Buckingham palace to
nwalt the golugs und vomingﬁ ?q o
king and gueen and other royalty.)”

DECORATIONS MARK ROIUTE.

London Never Before Attempted So
Magnificent Display.

London, Juune 22, —The streets
through which the king and queen
pnssed on thelr way from Bucking-
ham palace to Westminstsr abbey for
the coronation and the return route
were decorated on 4 scale pever be-
fore attempted In London,

The Mall to the pew admjralty arch,
the outlet lnto Trafalgar square and
Whitehall were fanked by great
stitnds for officials and distinguished
guests, which ghot out the beauty of
8t. Jumes park and the gardens of
the residences opposite.

Beliud these stands, however, on
the one side, Clarence hoonse, the esl
dence of the Duke of Conn ught; St
James palace, Marlborough Louse and
the houses forwing Carlton House ter-
rave were elnborntely dressed, form:
ing a backing of brillant colors.
Along elther slde of the streel have
been erected sixty-four columns of
fibrous plaster, which have béen made
to look us perwanent as the bullding
behind them. These columns connect-
e¢d with garlands bore gift figures of
Victory, llons nnd griffins,

At the Charing Cross end of White-
ball and agnin at the Parllawent
squure end were terminal columns
thirty-five feet high surmounted by
white Hons supporting the porteullls,
the cout of arms of the city, of West-
minster.

These lions bore white settes on

the blue collmre nnd red osetter on
the gold collurs, with b, o ermine
marks on the body and th.. 4 ort-

cpllis printed on the side. gy were
modeled from the Westminstdr llons
and are slx feet six Inches high,

The rewmnining columns, sixty {n
pumber, bore alternately a winged
figure of Victory blowing a frumpet,

The bills against United Stutes Sen-
ator Henry A Dupout sud fourteen
other defendunts were diswmwissed.

The opiuiou, wideh wus written by
Judge Lanning and in which the other
two judges concur, enjoins the de
fendnnts from contivuing “sald eon
binntion and orders that it be dissoly
ed” The court will henr argument ou
Oet, 16 as “to the pature of the in-
Junction which sball be granted herein
nod as to any plan for dissolving sald
combination.”

The finding follows practically the
decree of the United States supreine
court In the Amervican tobacco case |
The Interlocutory decree states lu
effect that the purpose of the court In
ordering the hearing in October is to |

will not deprive the defendunts of the
opportunity to recreate out of the
elements now composing snld combinn
tion u new conditlon which shall be
honestly in bhurmony with and not re
pugniunt to the lnw.”

BIG TARIFF FIGHT BEGINS.

Senate Regulars Outvoted on Wool |
Revision Bill.
Washington, June 22.—Senate Dem- |
ocrats, Republican lnsurgents and near |
Insurgents combived and by o vote of |
49 to 18 passed p motion referring the |
Underwood wool revision bill, which |
had just come from the house of repre
sentatives, to the flunnce committee
to report It bunck to the senate not|
luter than July 10.

The action of the senate probably
menns 1 general revision of the tarif
with the prospect of the speclal ses
slon belng prolonged until Oct. 1.

The result of the vote had hardly
been announced when Senator Penrosde, |
chalrman of the fluance committee,
had issued a call for a specinl meeting
of the committee for today. It wuas
gnld that Chalrman Penrose would not
walt untll July 10, but would report
to the senate at once and adversely,
not only the Democratic wool revision
b, but the farmer's free list bill,
which also has been passed by the
house, If Benator Penrose succeeds
in carryving out this plan he will
slmply forestall the action of the com-
bination now In control of the senate,
which bas already planved to force a
report on the farmers free list bill,

Benator Gore of Oklnhoma, Demo- |
crat, started the regular Republicans
In the senate by moving that the Un-
derwood wool revision bill be referred
to the finance committee with Instruc
tlons to report back to the senate by
July 10. |

Maony Republican senators were ab
sent and hurry up ecalls were sent out
to rally the stund pat forces against |
this attempt to precipitate the wool
revislon fight In the senute.

“Kill Me!™ Suitor
Girl's Father.

Tells

REFUSES; SUICIDE FOLLOWS,

Tragedy of Mountains Averted by We-
man In Case Only to End In Her
Lover Taking Life In Sight
of Her Cabin.

Plttsburg, June 22 —Standing on the
sumnlt of one of the topmost peaks
of the Allegheny mountains, Frunk B
Finley threw farewell Kisses across
the Hlupflm mendow to the givl he
loved In the window of ber cablin
heme, drew n revelver, and then after
shaking his head In refusal to the sujp
plications of the girl, who had seen
the glint of the steel, he ended his life
by firing a bullet into his brain.

Flnley had just previously asked the
giri's fother, Milton Burg, to kil him.
but the latter refused, Mrs, Mildred
Whipkey was the “womun In the
enge,”  When she saw Flnley shoot
himself she fainted, though not untll
shie hnd scribbled with a bive crayon
on the whitened kitchen tuble: “Dad.
suve Frank on the kool He's gone
snd shot himself.”

The trugedy was the outcome of a
tehit between Finley and Burg. Mrs,
Whipkey lives apart from her hus-
bund  Finley called at the Burg cabiy
in the mountuing to see Mrs. Whip-
key. Burg made an accusution aguinst
Finley, which Finley resented, ands
aveording to the testimony at the in
quest, he attempted to shoot Buri
Both men pulled (hefr revolvers ul the
anme time. Mre. Whipkey threw her-
self in fromt of the men and prevented
the duel.

Then Finley, nccording to thouse
present, offered hils revolver to Burg,
asking Burg to shoot him. Burg re-
fused. Finley left the cabin, crossed
n corpfield and walked up to the sum-
mit of the topmost peak of the moun-
taln. n half mile from the Burg cabin,
Mis. Whipkey watched him from the
window

Finley's body was taken to his par-
ents’ home In Connellsville. Relatives
buve employed detectlves to make au
